Surronded by a host of 
friends, he seems a fulfillment of an 
prophesy spok en long ago. 'It shall 
come to pass that at evening time it 
shall be light.” The sun of his life 
set in a west all bright and calm. 
There was no dark ness, no storm, no 
restless tossing.
